When Michigan voters broke sharply with 
the past and wiped out a 137 -year ban on state 
lotteries they joined six other states hard- 
pressed to raise the funds to run their 
governments 

Even the most ardent advocates of this type 
of legalized gambling must have been 
amazed at the 3 to 1 margin by which voters 
approved the proposal. 

New Hampshire, considered a staid rural- 
type state, raised a lot of eyebrows during the 
1960s when — with little advance notice it 
approved legalized gambling to raise funds to 
run its state government. 

Five other states followed suit quickly, 
among them New Jersey and New York. The 
latter has been groping feverishly to find the 
funds needed to keep the commonwealth from 
bankruptcy. It has a horrendous relief and 
welfare problem. With more than one million 
on welfare just in greater New York. 

The victory for Michigan’s lottery finds 
assistants of Gov. William G. Milliken 
scurrying to get the lottery implemented by 
early fall. If the vending machinery can be 
expedited by fall it’s their hope that at least 
$20 million can be added to the state coffers 
by year’s end. 

Unquestionably the state could use the $60 
to $70 million which some estimate the 
lottery could take in for a full year . 

The City of Detroit in the most dire 
financial straits in the three centuries it has 
existed, also is casting covetous eyes toward 
a city lottery. Mayor Roman Gribbs is 
striving to prevent a bankrupt city and the 


massive layoffs and restricted services which 
now appear imminent. 

High unemployment, an expanding welfare 
load and the constant push for more and more 
school funds and appropriations for mental 
health have pushed repeated Michigan state 
budgets into imbalance. 

This coupled with massive protests by 
taxpayers against additional levies have put 
the state into a financial bind from which it 
seems unable to extricate itself. 

During 1971, the state personal income tax 
rate was raised by 50 per cent to 3.9, but even 
that transfusion was like nothing against the 
burgeoning demands from many sides. 

No less than the clergy, we are cognizant 
that moral aspects prevail in gambling, legal 
or illegal. But unfortunately the urge to 
gamble, particularly by the poor hoping for a 
windfall, is something which is not going to be 
abolished by law. 

If the legal state lottery will be a device 
which will drain off some of the millions 
which now go into the hands of criminal 
elements through the numbers game, illegal 
off-track betting on the horses and sports, it 
will serve a good purpose. 

That does not mean we condone expanded 
gambling to the point where it will get out of 
all policeable bounds. The legislature must 
provide strict guidelines and screen well the 
type of men and women who will be licensed 
to the vending job. 

In short the licensing should be sure to 
exclude the undesirable elements in our 
society who will try to get into the act.

Hart, Griffin promise 
to fight Ford problem 


Special amendment 
bans ‘racial’ busing

Michigan’s two senators — 
Philip A. Hart and Robert P. 
Griffin — have served notice 
they are prepared to fight to 
the last ditch for an exemption 
in the antipollution law to 
enable the Ford Motor 
Company to avoid a lengthy 
shutdown this summer. 

Both said they were 
determined that 173,000 Ford 
jobs would not be placed in 
jeopardy because of what the 
two senators regard as a 
technical and unintentional 
violation of Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
regulations. 

Hart, a Democrat, and 
Griffin, a Republican, felt if 
Ford production workers were 
laid off for from two to four 
months the impact on the 
Michigan economy would be 
disastrous. 

In addition to the workers 
directly involved, such a 
shutdown would have a ripple 
effect spreading to Ford 
suppliers and outward from 
there to other parts of the 
state’s economy. This would 
deplete unemployment 
compensqfion funds and cause

any number of other social 
and governmental problems. 

While Griffin and Hart were 
making their positions known, 
officials of Ford and the EPA 
explored an administrative 
solution to the problem. 

Such a solution would 
satisfy the two Michigan 
senators so long as it was 
capable of standing up to a 
possible court challenge and 
served to keep the Ford 
production lines moving. 

As a fall back position, 
Griffin and Hart were willing 
to push for a special act of 
Congress to grant Ford a one- 
time exemption. This would 
take a lot of effort on their part 
this late in the session. 

In talking with reporters 
Wednesday, Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield, (D- 


The most tangible step 
against forced busing was 
taken last Wednesday when 
the Michigan Senate adopted a 
special amendment to the 
school financing bill proposed 
by Senator John Bowman (D- 
Roseville) and me.

Montana) expressed doubts 
that Ford would get off the 
federal hook. He said: “The 
law is the law and I expect it to 
be enforced.” 

Current federal law 
provides that no automobile 
can be shipped or sold until it 
has passed antipollution 
standards administered by 
EPA. 

Ford’s problems arose when 
engineers conducting 50,000- 
mile tests on engines for 1973 
models engaged in 
maintenance on the prototype 
automobiles unaware that this 
was a violation of EPA 
regulations. 

Ford’s top management 
informed the EPA. William D. 
Ruckelshaus, administrator of 
EPA, then told a Senate 
subcommittee the tests were 
invalid. 

He raised the possibility 
that new tests which could 
take as long as four months, 
would have to be conducted. 
This in turn would force a 
production shut down at a 
time when Ford was 
scheduled to begin rolling out 
its new models in July. 

“This senator is not going to 
allow more than 100,000 
workers who are his 
constituents to be thrown out 
of work for four months,” 
Hart said. 

In a similar vein. Griffin 
said: “I think it is ridiculous 
and unthinkable to suggest 
that 173,000 Ford Motor 
Company jobs could be placed 
in jeopardy because of what 
essentially is a bureaucratic 
technicality. 

“I understand that Ford’s 
engine does meet the emission 
standards. Surely EPA can 
adjust or speed up the testing 
procedure so Ford can qualify 
in time for new model 
production.

The Federal Aviation 
Administration has approved 
a $7,900,000 grant for the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport,

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus is totally obligated to 
provide police protection, road maintenance, and sanitary 
sewer and water systems at a cost to its citizens which will 
not place undue hardships thereon; and, 

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus has lost much of its 
taxing ability on lands within the City to the Wayne 
County Metropolitan Airport, a facility used by all in the 
Metropolitan area, and on lands to the State of Michigan 
for the extension of its freeway system (said lands 
presently lying vacant); and, 

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus is suffering a con- 
tinuing de-valuation on much of their properites because 
of increasng noise pollution created by flight pattern of 
aircraft enterting and leaving airport; and, 

WHEREAS: The citizens of Romulus are facing ever 
increasing tax liability to provide quality education for 
their children. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That the City 
of Romulus does herewith give support to the legal 
position of Belleville and its Mayor, Royce Smith, and 
their battle against the County of Wayne, who are at- 
tempting to divert bonding power and taxes of the County 
to develop a downtown sports stadium, in lieu of pursuing 
the needs for services of health, welfare and safety for the 
citizens of Wayne County.

ANN ARBOR-Maybe what 
fat people have been saying all 
along is true. They eat more 
because they are genuinely 
hungrier than persons of 
normal weight, says Prof. 
Richard E. Nisbett, a 
psychologist at the 
University of Michigan. 

Just as certain people are 
destined to be tall or bald, 
Prof. Nisbett suggests that 
some individuals are 
“biologically programmed” 
to be fat. They have a higher 
baseline of adipose tissue— or 
fat cells— than others. 

“In other words, obesity 
represents their ’normal’ or 
‘ideal’ body composition,” he 
explains. 

“When a person of high 
adipose tissue baseline 
respond to social and often 
medical pressure to lose 
weight, he may pull himself 
below this physiologically 
dictated normal weight. Such 
a person would literally be 
starring himself.” 

During his eight years of 
research, Nisbett has 
uncovered striking parallels 
between the behavior of fat 
people and hungry people It 
suggests that many of them, 
through trying to hold their 
weight below its set point, 
have a chronic energy deficit. 

For example, Nisbett notes, 
like the hungry person, the fat 
person eats more food at a 
given sitting and eats faster. 


people 


He also has a great readiness 
o eat, even in an unfamiliar 
environment. 

Although it was once 
assumed that hunger makes 
an individual willing to eat 
anything, regardless of taste, 
Nisbett found that food 
deprivation makes a person 
more discriminating. Fat 
persons, too, have highly 
discriminating food tastes. 

“While normal weight 
persons have been seen to do 
more and more impulse 
buying -in the supermarket as 
their state of food deprivation 
increases, overweight 
shoppers do a moderate 
amount of impulse buying 
regardless of when they last 
ate. 

“The eating habits of the 
obese seem to reflect a 
constant, fairly strong degree 
of hunger,” Nisbett states. 
“Even after they have 
consumed an amount of food 
(such as two roast beef 
sandwiches) that would 
reduce a normal person’s 
appetite, they behave as if 
they are still hungry.” 

Hunger not only influences a 
person’s eating habits, it also 
has a powerful effect on his 
emotional conduct, physical 
activity and sex life, Nisbett 
says. 

In a classic 1950 study of 
semi-starvation, a group of 
conscientious objectors 


volunteered to lose 24 per cent 
of their body weight over six 
months, restricting their 
caloric intake while 
maintaining normal work 
routines. 

•‘In the rehabilitation period 
that followed, the subjects 
progressively more prone to 
emotional upset, more 
apathetic and inactive, and 
less interested in sex,” Nisbett 
relates. “Their irritability and 
outbursts of temper became 
so frequent that group 
meetings had to be curtailed. 
They grew sluggish and 
indifferent toward work and 
sex ; about 90 per cent stopped 
going out with women. 



were allowed to eat as much 
as they wanted. Like the obese 
persons described earlier, it 
was net uncommon for the 
men to ?at all their stomachs 
could hold, and yet report they 
were still hungry and desired 
more.” 

A variety of studies have 
shown overweight individuals 
are more emotional than those 
of normal weight. Nisbett’s 
view is that the emotional 
disturbance exists when the 
person is below his biological 
set point. Accordingly, when 
such a person tries to reduce 
weight, his emotional state 
will further deteriorate. 

Researchers also observe 
that overweight persons spend 
far less time in sports or 
strenuous activity than their 
normal weight counterparts. 
Nisbett notes that this is not 
just a cause but a result of 
their condition. And though 
there is less data on the fat 
person’s sexual motivation, 
Nisbett adds, the findings that 
do exist suggest that it is 
remarkably low, paralleling 
that of the hungry person 

“Not all overweight persons 
display these hunger 
symptoms," the U-M 
psychologist stresses. “Those 
who have reached their base 
level for fat cells should 
behave like normal persons. 
On the other hand, anyone, 
overweight or normal, who is 
below his base level, will 


probably feel and behave as if 
he is hungry.” 

If a person has a relatively 
high baseline of adipose 
tissue, he appears to be stuck 
with it, Nisbett concludes. 
Research shows that an 
individual has a given number 
of fat cells, and he can neither 
increase that number through 
overeating nor decrease it 
through dieting, Nisbett says. 
Eating habits can temporarily 
alter the size of each cell, but 
cannot change their number. 

Nisbett’s findings suggest a 
need to reconsider the 
assumption that the obese are 
guilty of gluttony and lack of 
will power. “It is very 
plausible that many of them, 
particularly the moderately 
and formerly overweight, 
suffer a chronic energy deficit 
and hunger.”

Know when 
to keep clear. Learn the 
differences between right-of- 
way rules on rivers and in 
open water. 

Know the meanings of 
buoys, running lights and 
passing signals to other boats. 
Recognizing and complying 
with all aids to navigation is 
especially important to a 
small boat skipper. 

Keep an alert lookout. This 
practice not only averts 
collisions with other boats but 
with objects in the water 
which could damage your hull 
or propeller. 

A knowledge of the waters in 
which you’re boating will 
forewarn you of hazardous or 
congested conditions. Make it 
a habit to refer to a handy 
chart of your area. 

Assist boats in distress. An 
inverted ensign, fire on board, 
waving a white flag, flares, 
beaming a light skyward and 
continuous sounding of a fog 
horn or whistle are all distress 
signals.

Van Buren sets up 
zoning board rules 


Rules governing matters 
before the Van Buren 
Township Board of Zoning 
Appeals and rates for zoning 
appeals have been approved 
by the township board. 

The rules relate to the 
procedures for appealing 
zoning decisions and for 
requesting approval of special 
zoning. 

The fee rates approved are 
as follows: 

- A $150 deposit would be 
required for costs incurred 
for a special session to 
consider a zoning appeal or a 
request for special zoning. 


- Appeals or requests 
considered at the regular 
meetings of the zoning board 
of appeals would not require a 
fee deposit. 

- A fee of $10 would be set for 
matters to be included on the 
agenda of a special meeting 
and $15 for a regular session 
before the board. 

- The publication fee for a 
special meeting would be the 
actual cost. A fee of 25 cents 
per letter would be charged 
when mailing notification to 
persons who might be affected 
by a zoning change. 


- If the hearing is adjourned 
at the request of the appellant 
or petitioner, an additional 
charge of $10 for publication 
and mailing would be 
charged. 

The township treasurer 
would return the deposit 
required for a special meeting 
minus the charges listed 
above. 

The return of the deposit 
would be made 15 days after 
the final disposition of the 
case.

Homeowners should 
he wary of itinerants 



Latex foam rubber makes 
upholstering a simple chore 

By ANDY LANG 


All homeowners, 
particularly the elderly, 
should be very wary this time 
of the year and not fall prey to 
the usual invasion of the 
itinerant home repair man. 

It has been reported to the 
bureau a large number of the 
“itinerants,” who arrive in the 
area about this time of year 
have staked out in a Detroit 
suburb. Almost 
simultaneously, the first 
complaint from one of our 
elderly citizens reached the 
bureau office. She had been 
victimized. 

The method followed is the 
same as reported to us each 
year. Several workmen 
appear on a street in a panel 
pick-up truck with equipment 
consisting of a tank, hose and 
sealing material. They offer to 
resurface roofs, driveways or 
repair chimneys. 

Our complainant said they 
offered to put a sealer on a 
small dormer section of her 
house. They went on the roof, 
one of the men immediately 
came down and reported that 
the chimney flue was blocked

and was a fire hazard. He 
frightened her even more by 
saying that if the fire 
department checked, they 
would condemn the property. 

They then offered to use a 
vinyl seal at $10.50 a gallon, 
which they felt would only 
need a couple of gallons, to 
correct the problem. The 
result was a bill for $230 for 
about 20 gallons of the sealer 
plus the dormer work. 

After the men left, our 
complainant began to question 
in her own mind why a sealer 
would be used to open a 
blocked area. She asked an 
expert to check the chimney 
and he found it was not 
blocked. The workmen had 
put a small quantity of the 
black material around the top 
of the chimney and covered a 
small area of the dormer and 
collected a check for $230. 

Here is a good check list to 
follow before agreeing for 
work with an unknown 
company or individuals. 

—Obtain the name and 
address of the firm. 

—Ask for the names and 
addresses of previous 


customers. (Take time to 
check with them.) 

—Secure estimates from at 
least two other firms for the 
identical work. 

—Study a copy of the 
contract, be sure all promises 
are included, understand all 
the terms and conditions. 

—Do not (all for a price that 
seems too low. It might be the 
most costly. 

—Call the police department 
and find out if the firm has a 
permit to do business in the 
community. 

—Do not accept a story that 
“we just happened to be in 
your neighborhood with extra 
materials. ” 

—When in doubt, check with 
the Better Business Bureau. If 
the bureau does not have a file 
on the firm, wait until 
information can be developed. 

Use your dollars to have 
work done by the reliable 
contractor who will be around 
if there is any question about 
the work. Many thousands of 
dollars are taken out of the 
community each year by the 
“itinerants.”

Dear Al: 

A weak or an old straight 
ladder should be retired. 
However, I didn’t throw mine 
away. I have used it in my 
garage to make storage bins. I 
attached it to the studs so it is 
parallel to the floor and about 
three feet up the wall. It is 
attached with lag screws and 
legs are added to the two 
outside corners. The sections 
between the rungs provide 
bins in which to store lumber, 
pipes,’ and other long objects 
in an upright position. This 
keeps the wood off the floor, 
and thus protects it from 
moisture. I even put long- 
handled tools in one section.

To D D E. — If your uneven 
concrete patio is sound and 
has no cracks, the low places 
can be eliminated by 
resurfacing. Be sure to use a 
bonding agent and let your

Foam up to 2 inches thick 
can be cut with ordinary scis- 
sors.

Ordinary fabricating 
cement, the type found in most 
offices, is excellent for foam 
rubber. For extra binding 
strength, use two coats of 
cement on both the rubber and 
the tacking tape.

Allow at least one 
hour for the cemented pieces 
to set. 

Fabric to be placed over the 
foam rubber should be ironed 
first. 

When the covering fabric is 
to be leather or plastic, first 
cover the foam rubber with 
muslin. With either of these 
materials or with a very 
tightly woven material, allow 
some kind of opening for air 
circulation. 

Foam rubber once was diffi- 
cult to purchase. Today it is 
sold in department stores, 
catalog and mail order 
houses, specialty dealer and 
upholstery suppliers.

PCHA okays design 


The Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) 
last night gave the go-ahead to 
its architects to proceed with 
drawing up construction 
documents for the $18 million 
Taylor hospital facility. 

fhe final design 
development plans for the 
proposed 326-bed hospital 
were okayed at the board 
meeting following a slide 
presentation by Edward 
Matthei of the architectural 
firm of E. Todd Wheeler and 
the Perkins and Will 
Partnership of Michigan. 

Hie board action marks the 
^jmpletion of the third phase 
of the architectural 
development program for the 
PCHA’s fifth health care 
facility. The next phase will 
include working drawings, 
final specifications and bid 
proposal forms. 

If everything goes 
according to schedule, the 
board hopes to go out for bids 
by April 1, 1973, with 

construction to begin a few 
months later. Completion date 
has been set for Nov. 1. 1975. 

The projected cost for the 
hospital was originally 
$18,089,000, but dropped to 
$17,966,000. The savings, 
however, were offset by 


problems with off-site 
development, which added 
another $215,000 to the cost, 
plus preliminary site work of 
an additional $100,000. 

The total budget for the 
facility now is estimated at 
$18,471,000, including on. site 
additive alternates, a heliport 
landing pad, planting and 
gravel beds and building 
additive alternates, all of 
which can be eliminated if the 
bids come in too high. 

Architectural fees will cost 
about $380,000. 

Mathei explained that 
although no other PCHA 
hospital has a heliport (they 
do have helicopter landing 
sites, however) he predicted 
that within five years, when 
the hospital should be 
completed, they will be in use 
regularly by most hospitals. 

In other action, the board 
approved a report from its 
legal counsel regarding that a 
proposal from the City of 
Trenton requesting a 5 per 
cent interest payment of the 
total accumulated amount of 
each city’s PCHA assessment. 

According to the lawyer, 
such a "dividend” is not 
legally feasible or possible. 

The auditing firm of Arthur 


Young and Co. also presented 
a report on an inquiry from 
last month’s meeting on the 
possibility of reducing the 
millage rates after the new' 
Annapolis and Outer Drive 
additions and the Taylor 
facility are completed. 

According to the auditor, by 
1979 sufficient funds would be 
available for deposit in the 
debt service reserve fund to 
meet the bond ordinance 
requirements, thus enabling 
the board to reduce the .4 
millage if it chose to do so. 

The board instructed its 
attorney to seek a ruling from 
the Ingham County Circuit 
Court regarding whether the 
use of arbitration in the 
grievance procedure with 
hourly rates employes would 
be illegal. The board is 
seeking a court opinion on a 
ruling handed dowm by Atty. 
Gen. Frank J. Kelley 
prohibiting the board from 
entering into arbitration. 

According to the legal 
counsel, the courts have not 
been supporting Kelley’s 
opinion, but the board wants a 
definite answer. The question 
is a major one in the board’s 
negotiations w'ith the hourly 


employes of the four hospitals. 

Executive Director Dr. Karl 
S. Klicka was asked to provide 
the board w'ith a preliminary 
report by next month’s 
meeting on the feasibility of 
starting a kidney machine 
program at a PCHA facility. 
Dr. Klicka said such an idea 
had been investigated two 
years ago, but vetoed. He 
indicated he would look into it 
again to check on the need for 
such a program in areas 
served by PCHA facilities.

2. Any person desiring to appeal a decision of the en- 
forcement officer must do so within ten days from the date 
of the decision of the enforcement officer. 

3. Such appeal shall be taken by the filing with the of- 
ficer from whom the appeal is taken and with the 
Township Clerk of a notice of appeal specifying the 
grounds thereof. The officer from whom the appeal is 
taken shall forthwith transmit to the Board all the papers 
constituting the record upon which the action appealed 
from was taken. 

4. Any person desiring to file a request for special ap- 
proval shall file same with the Township Clerk. 

5. Any person who files an appeal or a request for 
special approval must also deliver to the Township 
Treasurer, a deposit in accordance with the Board of 
Appeals fee schedule on file with the Township Clerk. 

6. A notice of hearing of every appeal or request for 
special approval shall be published in the Belleville En- 
terprise, a newspaper of general circulation in the 
Township, and such publication shall be at least seven 
days prior to the date of such hearing. 

7. At least seven days prior to the hearing on any appeal 
or request for special approval, the Board shall give due 
notice of such hearing to all persons to whom any real 
property within 300’ of the premises in question shall be 
assessed, and to the occupants of all single and two family 
dwellings within 300’ of said premises, such notice to be 
delivered personally or by mail addressed to the 
respective owners and tenants at the address given in the 
last assessment roll. 

8. That the Board shall cause to be prepared and filed 
prior to the hearing, a proof of service of Notice of 
Hearing and a proof of publication of Notice of Hearing.

Huron resolution 

A resolution recently adopted by the Huron Township 
Board of Trustees opposing the construction of Detroit’s $126 
million riverfront domed stadium has received the support of 
the Van Buren Township Board. 

The Van Buren board unanimously approved a motion to 
support the intent of the Huron resolution without giving 
financial support. Trustee Joseph Hogan offered the motion, 
with support from Trustee Jerry Maton. 

Huron Township had joined the City of Belleville in op- 
posing the proposed stadium. 

Mayor Royce E. Smith of Belleville and two Grosse Pointe 
Woods investment counselors initiated a Wayne County 
Circuit Court suit for an injunction preventing the con- 
struction of the proposed stadium. 

The Huron Township resolution, which was presented to 
the Van Buren board on May 23, supported the legal position 
of the City of Belleville and Mayor Smith in their battle 
against Wayne County Board of Commissioners, who are 
attempting to divert bonding power and taxes of the county to 
develop the proposed stadium, in lieu of pursuing the needs 
for services of health, welfare and safety for the children of 
Wayne County.” 

The court suit, which got underway before Judge Blair 
Moody Jr. last Tuesday, seeks a court order preventing the 
county from guaranteeing the $126 million bond issue with 
tax money. 

The suit contends that the sale of the bonds to underwrite 
the stadium amounts to public funding of a private business.
